Anton Sohroeder, a St. Panl 
DiaDnfaetnrer, who is deaf, declares 
that employers generally lack know- 
led)?o of the capal)ililies of ihe deaf, 
bnt a bnrean wonld overcome this. 
lie favors a bureau that will co- 
operate with the State School for 
the Deaf at Faril)iiult. In a letter 
to the Journal Mr. Schroeder said. 

It appears to me that deafness it- 
self, althouKh a handicap in some 
ways, is not exaclly our great 
obstacle In the business world, but 
tho real great ol)slacle we huve had 
to tackle with is the ignorance of 
hearing public concerning the deal 
M a class and their real capabilities 
and competency. 

"To be brief and concise, bene- 
fits deiived from such a luireau if 
established will undouliledly more 
than juHtil'y the work, and the result 
would be llial the doa fall over of Ihe 
State will be made happy to know 
that they have soninlhiug to work 
Acd live for, notwithstanding the 
fact that they are deprived of the 
valuable sciihch of hearing and the 
great pleasure llieiefrnm. All lliey 
ask Is a fair chance. It is much to 
be regrelKMl that in some places dls- 
criniinatiiiu has been thrown against 
the deaf for no other reason than 
some of the heaiiiig buNJnesa men 
seemed to have peculiar iileas that 
Iheit deafneos would necessaiily 
render Ihem incapable of doing any 
thing. ITow ridiculous. Ilowevei, 
the happy fact is thai in oiliei phces 
it has l>een contrary merely because 
the business men have Ixcome 
familiar with the deaf as a da.'** and 
their real capaldliiies. Such a 
bureau if eMtaidislied In conneclion 
with the Htnte Lnbor Hure.ui would 
greatly facilitate the striiirulesof Ihe 
deaf ill seeking work and also solve 
some problems at present before the 
deaf. The only efflclent way to 
bring aboat Ihe desired happy re- 
siiIlN would be to acquatnl Ihe linar- 
ing public with the competency of 
the educated deaf, and I trust that 
elTortH made along those lines will 
be attended with success. Why 
should not such a bureau by all 
ineaos co operate with I ho Stale 
School for the Deaf at Faribault 
with A view of making chanttes and 
iin|)roveinents whenever necessary 
Id order to enable Ihe deaf students 
to be up to Ihe standard to meet Ihe 
BOlnal condillons of life? 

"This subject, it may be fully 
hoped, will be taken np with great 
enihuBiasm by the deaf of this 
Stale in due lime preparatory to 
preHenting it to the next legislature. 
Several million dollars worth of 
properties in this Slate are owned 
by Ihe deaf and the value of their 
iat)or amounts to al>out half a mil- 
lion annually. Are we as tax- 
payers, parents and citizens, not 
entitled to fair and just legislation 
for our welfare ?"—Jl/jTi7Jcrj;joZi*

much thought or effortol willpower. 

Habits ar» our best friends or our 
worst enemies, accordiinf a."< they 
are good or bad It surely is true 
that we have often wonilered how 
ea^^lly certain persons deny lliem- 
selves harmful indulgences and 
overcome those apparontiv small 
impulses thai we could not over- 
come, at least not without a power- 
ful efTi>rl, and which no doulil are 
Ihe cause of irs being here 

Ther'e is nothing granilor in this 
world than a person who has such 
perfect control or is such a complete 
ma.sler of himself that he will al- 
ways listen to reason, ind who can 
at all times conquer the liruie in 
him which would otherwise mnstei 
him in a fit of passion. 

Mental balance indicates that a 
man has so completely msstered 
hiinseir thiit his everj' act follows 
Ills will, not his passion, that he is 
not at the mercy of an explosive 
temper or a weak luiud. 



Any task's conclusion comes with 
amjizing rapidity when Ihe results 
of lonu labor t)egiii to accumulate 
The prudent money-saver strug- 
gles through a series of years with 
small enconomiea, and one <lay 
suddenly, perhaps, in the twin- 
klinjr of an eye, he realizes that the- 
result has been comfortHbly attain- 
ed. 

The student often wrestles for half 
a lifetime, not thoroughly grasping 
Ihe essentials of true learning, and 
then in some one sentence that 
he reads, a great centra truth 
flashes across his mind, and he be- 
gins lo gather the scattered threads 
together 

The man who first said " All 
things come to him who waits," 
might have added, " They require 
years of preparation, lint when 
they come they appear strddenly. " 
This sudden flash of accomplish- 
ment is what we call inspiration. 
Hut it is not. It is merely the 
rapid moving of results when all the 
mines have been laid, the workers 
in readiness, and the tu.se touched 
with a small, silent streak of tire. 

It is Ihe rule of gr-owlh that 
details must first be met and mss 
tered ly thousands before general 
rules can be understoi>d ; and that 
rules must be learned by the score 
befor-e uenerals principles are 
realized. 

When a man masters a principle, 
he suddenly reaches au intelleciual 
pinnacle from which he can survey 
everylhing about him. One of the 
greatest rewards of mental culture 
comes wheir lire thinker heuins to 
realize I hat he is able to base all his 
Judgments on correct, fiindHmental 
principles, and Ihe grasping of these 
comes with suddenness. 



On the eastern shores of the Cas- 
pian Sea Ihe wint<>rs are mild, yet 
for somn reason about twice a 
month there occurs a very odd 
siorni known as the lenkis. This 
I storm resembles a western cj'clone 
in fury and has a very peculiar 
effect upon the laud over which it 
leaches. The first sijins which 
torelell it are scudding clouds of 
mist approaching rapidly along the 
horizon, and usually being blown 
in the direction opposite to the 
apparent direction of the wind. 
The instant the natives note this 
mist they rush about in frantic 
haste to gather as much water from 
the springs and rivers as possible, 
and then they thiow extra ropes 
over their tents in order to fasten 
them more securely in place. Very 
soon the air is filled with dense 
clouds of sharp, citiing sand, the 
forerunner of a tremendously heavy 
downpour of rain. This storm 
usually lasts an hour oi a little 
lontrer. At Ihe end of this time the 
people come out their tents, where 
they have been hanging onto ropes 
in order lo resist the force of the 
wind, and evei-ybody is happy that 
it is all over. The reason llial the 
inhabitants fill all available re- 
ceptacles with fresh water is very 
apparent when one goes out and 
tastes a little of the rain water that 
has fallen. Such is the fore of this 
swirling storm that water sucked 
up from the Caspian Sea itself 
minitlea with the cloud water and 
renders unfit for use all the river 
or spring water in the neighbor- 
hood; sometimes it is a full iwenty- 
four hours liefore the salt nis- 
appears and the natives are able lo 
secure drinking water. — Forward.

Give due regard to the opinions 
of others.

To say that we are perfectly right 
is to .say that we have perfect 
knowledtte of Ihe sut>j»'Ct in ques- 
tion, and this, only Ihat one who 
knows all cun trutlifully declare. 
By research and study, to be sure, 
oae may fit himself to come nearer 
to the truth in Ihe things his know- 
lei'ge embraces. And the truth is 
equally open to others, and their 
conclnsiot's may be made from 
kiiowleilsre as comprehensive as our 
own The wisest, says Ihe Chinese 
proveib, must in a thousand times 
be once rnislskeii; the most foolish 
in a thousand times maM be once 
rigiit. 

Ami the proverb is a good one to 
ever keep in mind. If we find those 
whose opinions differ from our own 
let us not put them down at once as 
mistaken. Rather turn to our own 
position and seek to determine 
whether or not it is impregnable. 
By so doing, if we find we are wrong, 
we raiiy reach the truth, and on the 
other hand, feeling that we are 
riuht, we may be prepared to ^ 
fo' the truth though all the \> 
should bo opposed.

An Open Letter. 

Mr. Carrol C Pearse, 

President National Edncation 
iociation. 

Milwaukee, Wis. 

Dear Sir: — I have read with great 
interest in the Nebraska Journal 
your address on the Oral Teaching 
of the Deaf, delivered l>efore the Ne- 
braska Teachers' Association at 
Omaha, November gth, 191 1. 

It is evident that you do not speak 
from extensive personal acquaintance 
with the deaf or their education, but 
that most of your information is ob- 
tained at second hand. 

You commend Nebraska for en- 
acting a law requiring the EX- 
CLUSIVE use of the Oral Method 
in the School for the deaf at Omaha. 
Many hearing educators who have 
spent their lives in the work of 
educating the deaf condemn it as a 
MOST UNWISE law. 

You speak of ' ' deaf persons know 
ing only the sign language." What 
school teaches only the sign lan- 
guage ? None ! 

You sav "the Oral i Method and 
the Manual or Sign Method of edu- 
cating the deaf cannot be mixed." 
It is being done, and successfully 
too, the oralists to the contrary not- 
with.standing 

You say "The teaching of the 
' Combined Method ' in any school 
is a farce." This is untrue. 

It is unfortunate that a man of 
your position and standing should 
give utterance to such statements, 
which mislead the uninformed, as 
you yourself have been mi.sled. 

The fact is there is a difference of 
opinion among the educators of the 
deaf as to the relative merits of the 
Oral and Combined system. The 
oralists, backed by a $roo,ooo 
fund are assiduously cultivating 
the ear of the general public, and 
particularly educators of hearing 
children who are not familiar with 
the deaf. It takes long and intimate 
acquaintance with the deaf to under- 
stand the subject fully. 

You say "The sign language 
should never be taught." That is 
where you are wrong. It is not 
necessary to teach signs in the .school 
room, but the sign language should 
have a place in every well-regulated 
school for chapel exercises, lectures, 
debates, etc. 

A deaf per.son, educated exclusive- 
ly by the oral method, can never un- 
derstand a sermon, or enjoy a lec- 
ture, or participate in a debate. A 
lecture like yours for instance can 
never be understood through lip- 
' :K. But by means of the sign 
ige it can be interpreted so that 
the deaf can understand it as fully 
as people who hear. And th« sign 
language is the only means by which 
this can he. done. 

The deaf who use signs may get 
less speech, but they develop mere 
brains. This is shown by the re- 
cords of Gallaudet College, where 
not a single student trained exclu- 
sively by the oral method has V>een 
able to land the valedictory or lead 
his class.

You say we deaf oppose the ex- 
elusive use of the Oral Method. 
Yes, we do. We favor speech by 
those who can profit by it, but in 
the case of those who cannot be 
taught this way — and they con.sti- 
tute a large proportion of the deaf — 
we condemn the narrow policy 
which would deprive them of an edu- 
cation becau.se they cannot profit 
by the Oral method.

MISSISSIPPI. 

DR. J. R. DOBVNS ACQUITTBD. 

Jackson, Miss., Feb. 28.— In a 
public trial last night iu the State 
Senate Chamber, Dr. J. R. Dobyns, 
the able and faithful Superintendent 
of the Mississippi Institutiou for the 
Deaf for thirty years and at present 
the Vice-President of the American 
Conference of Superintendents, 
Principals and Instructors of the 
Deaf, was signally acquitted of the 
charge of alleged extravagance and 
mismanagement at the Institutiou, 
all. the allegations being made by 
Mr. Will Jordan, discharged teacher 
of art at that school, aided and 
abetted by Senator Burkitt, a parti 
san leader in the Mississippi Senate 
and a bitter personal enemy of not 
only Dr. Dobyns for many years, but 
also of other educational institutions 
in that State. The investigating 
committee from the Senate, Dr. E. 
A. Rowan, of Copiah County, 
Chairman, conducted the trial in 
presence of a large attendance of 
the townsfolk as well as many meiy 
bers of the Missis.sippi Legislature, 
and the verdict so unanimous was 
gratifying indeed to the crowd, who 
held Dr. Dobyn.s iu a high esteem 
not only for his executive ability, 
but for his integrity as a high-born 
Christian gentleman, being a ruling 
elder of a leading church in thiscity 
and also a most enthusiastic advo- 
cate of civic improvement when he 
served as Chairman of the Jackson 
water-works commission. 

The upshot of the investigation 
and revelations was that the Senate 
Investigating Committee was 
thoroughly convinced tliere was 
absolutely no foundation for the 
charge made, and no grounds what- 
ever for holding up Governor 
Brewer's re-appointment of Dr. 
Dobyns for another term of four 
years as Superintendent, and found 
that the Institution had been well- 
managed. The following resolutions 
were then adopted. 

" Resolved, hy the Senate Committee on 
Humane and Benevolent Institutions. 
That the Committee is thoroughly satiRfied 
from the investigHtion it has made of the 
affairs and adiiiiiiiHtration of the Oeaf and 
Duiiil) Institute, that the said Institute has

" We therefore commend him and them, 
and charucteri/e as utterly friovlous and 
unfounde<l the charge of extravagance 
which this committee was called upon to 
investigate, and that this shall be our re- 
port to the Senate of the State of Miasls- 
sippi; with such matters of detail as the 
committee at a future sitting may see fit to 
incorporate therein. 

"Resolved, further. That the Committee 
tender its thanks to Representatives 
Mackey aud Howerton, of the House of 
Representatives, for their attendance, and 
information furnished by them."

The building 
and the contents were estimated to 
be woith about $5,000 and the in- 
suiaiice will cover aliout $2,000 of 
the total loss. Il is probable that 
a subscription will be taken in the 
near future for the rebuildiiiu of the 
chapel, and as this is the only place 
of worship for these people, their 
appeal piobably will meet with a 
ready response.

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Next to the steam engine the art 
of the printing is piobalily the most 
important of all inventions. It was 
diM'oveied and practised by the 
Chinefo (who also invented paper,) 
as early as 1041, and probably 
many centiiri<'8 before, Thoy used 
l)oth moval)le types and blocks 
(wood), but the invention of types 
without the aid of which the modern 
printing-|ii "^."Aould ije of compara- 
tively little value, is gen<Tally at- 
tribulefl to John Gnitenbuig, of 
Meniz, G<'rmHiiy, altoiit 1440, and 
of cast metal types In Peter Sclioef- 
fer, of Gernxhcim, GerniHny, about 
1450, Tlie first l)o:)k ever printed 
with cast metal types was the 
" Dinandi Ritionale Divinoriiin 
Offieiorum," in 1459, The first 
pi iniinu'-press was h hand prens, 
and liH'l a bed, standards, beam, 
screw, and m(»vable platen or table. 
lis inventor is not definitely known. 
It was greatly improved, in 1620, 
by Blaew, of Amsterdam, whose 
press possessed many of the most 
iiiiporlaiit fealiiies of the modern 
hand-presses. The first cylinder 
press was patented by Nicholson, of 
P^igland, in 1790. The oldest neu-H- 
paper in the world is the Gazette 
of P.kin, China, established al>out 
1350 and still publisheil. 

The fiist English newsp-iper was 
estalilislied in 1019. The fii.'*t 
llew^paper piiblinhed in the LTniled 
Slates WHS daied .September 25 th, 
1(j90. The flixt n^wspuper e.satab- 
lislied iu the United Slates was the 
" Bo«ton News Letter," in 1704, 
The flrht newspaper ever printed l»y 
sie«m pf>wer was the Lon<lon Tirncfi, 
of November 281I1, 1814, on a pie.ss 
bnilt by Konig, a German. The 
first ptinting-press ever used in 
America was run In Mexico, about 
1550, and the second at Lima, Peru, 
about 158f). A printing establish- 
ment was started in ('am bridge, 
Mass., in Ain'-rica was Jiian Croin- 
berger. The most import iniprovo- 
mcDls in mO'lern jjrinling-i)ie.«ses 
have been made by the Aiiieriean 
inventors, Adams and Hoe. The 
mo.st distinguished print(>r was the 
it AinericHn inventor, pliiloso- 
I', and statesman, Benjamin 
Franklin. The press used by Frank- 
lin WHS snbslaiiliallj' the same as 
that invented by Blaew, in 1620, 
and is now in the Patent Office at 
Washin«to. The number ol news- 
papers and periodicals piiblislied 
rei^iilarly, in the United Siaies 
alone, is said to be over fifteen 
thousand.— J/<. Airy World.

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.I)., by the erection of a Parish 
Huildiiig for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is situated ou 148th Street, just west 
of Amstwdani Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-flve feet back from the 
lino of the 'strt'ot to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious an-i social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his narre nas always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this woric be now undertalien. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-flve feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used tor the social, re- 
ligious and i'lduHtriul needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. Th« 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be al)out $30,000, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conr^picuous mouument 
lo him whose life was devoted to tlie 
silent peoples. They themselvea 
hoaitily endorse the memorial.
